Between midnight and daylight 
Tuesday, 
a deadly 
combat 
must, 
havo 
occurred 
between 
John 
Sparks' 
saloon and tho storo of 
tho Birdno Bros., just 
insido tho 
wiro 
fence, 
between 
two 
men. 
Early Tuesday 
morning 
Georgo 
Birdno took his horses to water at 
the trough at tho corner of Brown-field'- s 
storo. 
Tho horses refused 
to drink and upon looking into tho 
trough, which was about half full 
of water, Mr. Birdno 
noticed that 
it was 
thoroughly 
colored 
with 
blood, and on further examination 
found moro blood 
on tho ground 
and fence post, also found a cloth 
saturated 
with blood behind 
tho 
post, and a largo spot of blood 
on 
the hitching rail. 
A trail of blood was easily trac 
cd from tho 
trough 
toward 
tho 
storo of Birdno Bros., to tho largo 
gato, through tho gate and corral 
to the back of the store, 
whero it 
turned tho corner toward tho street. 
When it got to tho fonco it turned 
south along on tho inside for about 
60 feet, whero tho deadly 
encoun- 
ter must havo taken place. 
Great drops of blood were found 
on tho 
ground 
under two small 
Cottonwood 
trees next to tho fence, 
moro blood was found on tho wood 
about ten feet awav and also on a 
largo log 
near 
bj'. 
Behind 
tho 
haystack, about 00 feet west, was a 
largo pool of blood. A light wagon 
track was found close to tho 
side- 
walk. 
Tho trail of blood was trac- 
ed to whero tho wagon stopped. 
Traces 
of blood 
could 
be found 
about two blocks 
distant 
on "I"

In Connection With alialdona 
Madison, 
Wis , Jlarber Shop. 
Thomas F. Grindoll, clerk of tho 
supreme court, who roturnod 
on 
Friday from a visit with friends at 
his old home, Plattvillo, 
Wis., 
was 
arrested 
at 
Madison, 
whore 
ho 
spent two days. 
Ho went to Madi- 
son to visit a cousin who is attend- 
ing tho state university. 
A month 
or moro bolero, somo of tho stud 
ent of tho university 
made ono of 
thoso collegiate 
raids on tho town 
and changed signs, carried some of 
them on and genorally left things 
in a disarranged 
state. 
Mr. 
Grin-doll'- s 
cousin's 
room-mat- o 
was 
ono 
of tho raiders, and his share of tho 
plunder 
was 
an 
ornate 
harbor's 
polo, which ho sot up in his room. 
Tho barber offered 
810 for tho 
return of tho polo, but tho polico 
were unablo 
to 
locato it. 
Tho 
young man,' who had secured this 
trophy caused several photographs 
to be taken of tho interior of the 
room 
and 
in 
thorn the barber's 
polo 
was 
a 
conspicuous 
figure. 
These photographs got into circu 
lation and ono of them camo undor 
tho eyo of tho son of an officer who 
had been searching 
for tho polo. 
The man 
who 
stole it had gono 
homo and Mr. Grindoll arrived 
at 
his cousin's room on tho day before 
tho polico invaded it with a search 
warrant. 
They found tho pole and 
took it away with tho names of tho 
present occupants of tho room. 
Later that day an 
officer

with warrants for their arrest.

Mr. Grindoll went along 
and established an alibi. 
His cousin said ho know nothing 
about the pole, except that it had

Being asked if it was 
not an unusual ornament and what

ho roplied that ho was 
without authontic 
information 
in

Ono must havo 
beon 
killed and tho

cut. 
The ono killed was 
takon 
behind

for concealment 
and

A third party must have 
se- 
cured the wagon and 
came

and loaded them all

death. 
Fivo shots rang out at No.

son holding his dying wife in his 
arms. Ho had shot hor, as ho says, 
for a burglar. 
Sho died in twenty 
minutes without

Mrs. Richardson was a habitual 


sleep-walke- r 
and of lato

was 
troubled with

of burglars. 
She and her husband slept 
in

joining rooms. 
About 3:30 
a.

He turned to reach 
for his pistol, and then his wife's 
voice 
camo 
to 
him,

from the next room, as though she 
was frightened. 
"It's

burglar,

away or I'll shoot." 
At her cry 
Richardson 
sprang 
for tho door and brought 
up 
his 
pistol. 
Fivo times 
he 
fired 
and 
then thero was a scroam ofgenuine 
agony. 
"Oh Frank you'vo shot mo!" 
Sho was sluji through tho lungs.
